About the Chartbook 


The CHARTBOOK is published annually by the Office of Economics of the U.S. International 
Trade Commission to make available to the Co , the Executive Branch, and the public information 
on the composition, value, and direction of U.S. foreign trade with the world and its major trading 


partners. 


The CHARTBOOK is from data compiled from official statistics of the U.S. 

t of Commerce contained in the CENSUS trade database,’ unless otherwise noted. Imports 

are Census-basis’ imports for consumption at customs value. Exports are Census-basis domestic 
exports at f.a.s. value. 


Highlights of U.S. trade in 1989 
Trade highlights for 1989 are presented below. 


+ The value of total U.S. trade (exports plus imports) increased 9.4 percent 
to $817.4 billion. ” on 


+ Since 1985, the value of U.S. trade has increased 46.9 percent. 
: The value of U.S. exports increased 12.6 percent to $349.4 billion in 1989. 
- The value of U.S. imports increased 7.1 percent to $468.0 billion in 1989. 
+ The U.S. merchandise trade deficit declined 6.5 percent to $118.6 billion. 


+ U.S. exports of manufactured goods increased 12.8 percent, or $27.9 billion, 
lowering the deficit 'n this sector by $12.7 billion. 


+ US. exports 2 products increased 13.5 t, 
or $4.3 billion, improving the balance in this sector by $3.8 billion. 


U.S. imports of fuel and raw materials increased 20.8 percent, or $11.2 billion, 
increasing the deficit in this sector by $9.8 billion.

Since god 1, 1989, U.S. trade data have been collected on the basis of the product subheadings of the 
Harmonized Tariff Schedule of the United States (HTS). Data for years prior to 1989 were ori,inally classified under 
the former Tariff Schedules of the United States (TSUS). For purposes of this report, the data for 1985-88 were converted 
to HTS categories, and are therefore estimates. 


? U.S. merchandise foreign trade data are collected by the Customs Service and c ed and published by the 
Bureau of Census, and are referred to as Census-basis trade. Census-basis merchandise trade is adjusted by the Bureau 
of Economic Analvsis (BEA) for inclusion in their Balance of Payments (BOP) statistics. These adjusted data are referred 
to as BOP-basis merchandise trade. 
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Definitions 


Data in the CHARTBOOK are presented according to country/region and product/sector 
groupings using the Standard International Trade Classification (SITC), Revision 3. Following are 
definitions of the groupings used in this report.

The countries and 
territories in this category include: Brazil, Hong Kong, Mexico, 
Singapore, South Korea, and Taiwan. 


ae Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries. Includes: Algeria, 
Ecuador, Gabon, Indonesia, Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, Libya, Nigeria, 
Qatar, Saudi Arabia, the U.A.E., and Venezuela. 


All other ..... Includes all countries except Canada, Japan, and those listed above. 
Product/sector groupings 
Food ....... Includes Sections 0 (food and live animals), 1 (beverages and 


tobacco), and 4 (animal and vegetable oils) of the Standard 
International Trade Classification (SITC). 
materials ..... Includes SITC Sections 2 (crude materials) and 3 (mineral fuels). 
Manufactures .. Includes SITC Sections 5 (chemicals), 6 (basic manufactures), 
7 (machinery and transportation equipment), and 8 (miscellaneous 
manufactures). 


All other ..... Includes SITC Section 9 (commodities not elsewhere classified).
